Whitehead Torpedo Teated. 
Fortress Monroe, Va., June IU,—In 
Hampton Roads the monitor Florida 
fortified with a water tight bulkhead 
especially constructed and designed to 
represent actual war conditions, was 
fired Into with an American whitehead 
torpedo. 
The torpedo was fired at the 
Florida's wafer tight bulkhead com 
partment from a distance approximate 
ly of 400 feet in an almost horizontal 
line, It being started from a float es­ 
pecially prepared for the occasion The 
torpedo hit the exact spot which It In­ 
tended to strike 
This test was made 
at Fine Beach, off the Joraestown ex­ 
position grounds, In about fifteen feet 
of water, the Florida drawing about 
thirteen and a half fet. 
Two hundred 
and twenty pounds of gun cotton com­ 
prised the explosive charge carried by 
the torpedo. Gun cotton is a powerful 
explosive but the hope of officials was 
the damage It might do may be ab 
sorbed locally, thus insuring practical 
stability for the remainder of the ves­ 
sels water tight compartment. 
The trial of the monitor Florida was 
satisfactory 
The vessel was seriously 
but not vitally damaged, aad the in­ 
jury done Is said to be largely local­ 
ized. 
Further tests are unnecessary.
